Nearly every vacant lot throughout the 
residential part of the town Is a public 
disgrace on account of Its use as a de¬ 
pository for debris of one kind and an¬ 
other. People make packages of refuse, 
tin cans, broken dishes, bottles, etc., 
and steal out after dark and throw the 
bundle In a vacant lot. The lack of a 
scavenger service hss s depreciating 
effect on the velue of real estate. The 
task of scavenger seivtee la a reproach 
te the town, and until the reproach la 
rfcnoved many people will net fad In a 
>od to giro preference to a public 
raatton ground. 

regard to the general use of a recre- 
ground the presumption la that the 
uee that it wtil be p«t So -will be 
base-ball. The tract of land that It la 
proposed to purohaae la not large enough 
to permit of mach more than a base-bsll 
diamond. 

Each ward In town now hss Its favorite 
base-ball club, end It fe obvious that 
there Is going to be a clash of Interests 
In the grounds. If the public purchase 
It and maintain a base-bale ground 
there, It la not likely that much addi¬ 
tional revenue can be looked for by the 
base-ball club# that will use the publlo 
grounds, end wttbout additional finan¬ 
cial support none but pabllo school base¬ 
ball teams will be likely to uee the 
grtunda. 

jfhare le the question of Sunday bass* 
be! to be oooatdteed In connection with 
thlh public recreation ground project.
